By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Frost, rain and unseasonably 
low temperatures gripped the 
nation today and growers were 
told by officials in some states 
that much of their crop might 
be wiped out. 


A killing frost struck northern 
Wisconsin, a state already hit 
hard by rains which have left 
crops trapped in field too mud­ 
dy for mechanical harvesting. 
An official said a third of Wis­ 
consin’s sweet corn crop might 
be lost. Serious losses also are 
expected in carrots and cab­ 
bage. The rains have increased 
the possibility of a potato blight. 
Many thousands of dollars 
damage, especially to com and 
soybeans, was reported after 
the first killing frost yesterday 
in much of Minnesota. A county 
agent estimated that half the 
corn and soybeans were lost in 
Kandiyohi County. 
Heavy damage to vegetables 
also was reported. 
Coral Gables, Fla., was hit 
with 3.46 inches of rain and Mi­ 
ami Airport had 2.21 inches. 
Miami Beach had 2.18 inches, 
South Miami 3.55 inches and 
Tamiami Trail at 40-Mile Bend, 
1 56 inches.

dra in the disputed Himalayan 
state of Kashmir. Pakistan pro­ 
tested the alleged Indian intru­ 
sions to Thant. 


Thant said in a two-page re­ 
port to the Security Council that 
the deterioration in the Lahore 
area began Friday night when 
Indian troops opened fire with 
artillery, tanks, recoilless rifles 
and small arms near a small 
canal separating the two sides 
southwest of the city. 


“ As a result of this action, 
the local Pakistani command 
claims to have suffered a num­ 
ber of casualties 
in 
killed, 
wounded and missing,” Thant 
said. 
He quoted from the report of 
a U.N. observer at the scene: 
“ Difficult to state categorical­ 
ly if Pakistani artillery did re­ 
taliate but considered opinion is 
that Indians started the firing 
and I believe some shots were 
returned. I consider this situa­ 
tion explosive and I am experi­ 
encing great difficulty in pre­ 
venting the Pakistan side from 
retaliation.” 
Both nations agreed last week 
to heed a Security Council call 
for a cease-fire in their unde­ 
clared, 22 - day - old war over 
ownership of divided Kashmir. 
The truce went into effect at 
dawn Thursday. 
It was to be followed by with­ 
drawal of both sides to positions 
they held before the fighting 
broke out Aug. 5. Thant said 
India had ignored a request 
Saturday to pull back its forces 
and Pakistan had refused to do 
so until India agreed. 
Indian Prime Minister Lai Ba 
hadur Shastri told a political 
meeting in New Delhi Sunday: 
“ If Pakistan will not with­ 
draw its forces from areas oc­ 
cupied by it, it wlil be impossi­ 
ble for us to do so unilaterally.” 
India claims 
it 
holds 
690 
square miles of Pakistani terri­ 
tory and lost 250 square miles 
during the fighting. 
Sketchy reports reaching New 
Delhi from the front Indicated 
local commanders were trying 
to grab advantageous positions 
before large numbers of U.N. 
observers arrive to patrol the 
cease-fire line. 
Both armies were digging in, 
indicating no thought was being 
given to the Security Council’s 
request to withdraw. Trenches 
and fortifications were reported­ 
ly being constructed by each 
side, with the other trying to 
disrupt the work with occasion­ 
al artillery fire.

Mike is a young, curly-haired 
fellow with a smile which will 
someday give him permanent 
laugh wrinkles at the corners 
of his eyes—if things keep go­ 
ing the way they have the last 
couple of weeks. 


He 
is a happy man 
these 
days; he has a date. 


By appearance and manner­ 
ism, he could pass as a college 
fraternity man. But they do not 
wear prison denims on a college 
campus, nor do they have dates 
as important as his. 


Mike is a convict at San Quen­ 
tin Prison. His date is for re­ 
lease to the outside world some­ 
time in the next few weeks. 


“Someday,” he says, “ I’d like 
to go to college, study some­ 
thing like sociology or psychol­ 
ogy, and then get a job where 
I ’d be working with kids.” 


But that is someday. Today 
he has more serious problem s- 
like statistics showing that eight 
out of every 10 men released 
from prisons in this country 
will return. 
Mike is trying to beat those 
odds, and he has some help. 
Once a week, he and other in­ 
mates with release dates file 
into the prison's south dining 
hall for classes given by the 
Seven Step Foundation—the con­ 
victs’ 
answer 
to 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 
The men running the founda­ 
tion 
are 
prison 
inmates, 
ex­ 
convicts who have gone straight 
and stayed in the outside world, 
and free men who have never 
served time but want to help 
those who have. 
When the convict is given a 
release date, these men enroll 
him in their prerelease class 
and go to work on him. 


As

believes 
it

holic, the Seven Step Founda­ 
tion believes that no one else 
can help a new parolee so 
well as an ex-convict who has 
“ been there” himself. 


tempt to live the 
foundation 
credo. 


When most of the class mem­ 
bers did not offer to stand and 
talk, they 
were devastatingly 
“ chewed out” by the committee 
members. 


Floyd Burton was one of the 
class members who stood up 
and 
tried 
to 
say 
what 
was 
bothering 
him. 
Standing 
ner­ 
vously before the podium, he 
told 
the 
audience 
he 
has 
a 
quick temper. 


He said he is easily baited and 
asked that anyone who sees him 
about to fly off the handle come 
up and try to straighten him 
out. “ People just don’t know it,” 
he said, “but you can hurt a 
convict’s feelings a lot quicker 
than you can anyone else’s.” 


Someone in the audience shot 
back at him: “Nobody is going 
to look out for you on the out­ 
side. What are you going to do 
then? 
Can 
you 
control 
your 
temper?” 


“ I don’t know,” he said. “ I’m 
just 
thinking, 
just 
trying 
to 
think.” 


When the men walk out of 
prison. White or someone else 
in the foundation will offer them 
help. 


When 
they 
have 
problems, 
they can go to the foundation's 
center in San Francisco and talk 
with an cx-convict who has man­ 
aged to stay on the outside. 


“ If 
I 
needed 
some 
help,” 
Mike said after the meeting, " I 
wouldn’t want to go to my pa­ 
role officer. He’s responsible for 
about 60 men and it’s too im­ 
personal. Also, it’s just like a 
kid will talk to a friend but not 
his parents because he might be 
punished if he talked to them.” 


If the parolee cannot get a 
job on his own. he can go to 
White or someone else in the 
foundation:

When Mike and other inmates 
with a date filed into class one 
night last week, these men were 
waiting for them: 
About 10 foundation commit­ 
tee 
and 
subcommittee 
mem­ 
bers, all of them convicts with 
time to serve before they are 
considered 
for 
parole. 
These 
men were chosen for the job be­ 
cause they have the respect of 
the prison population; 
Bill Hanks of San Mateo and 
Robert Kale of San Francisco, i 
ex-convicts 
who 
have 
g o n e 
straight and stayed in the free 
world; 
Charlie White, a former as­ 
sociate warden at San Quentin 
and Soledad prisons. He is re­ 
tired now; he sees promise in 
the foundation and is working 
full time at trying to make it 
work. 
The class hked best the time 
devoted to “ man-to-man" talks 
by Kale and Hanks. They had 
made it outside, but they did 
not crow. They told their stories 
straight, in the prison language. 
Both won applause by attribut­ 
ing their prison terms to their 
own stupidity. 
K a l e 
walked 
out 
of 
the 
prison's “ big yard" 29 years 
ago and did not return. 
A man 
has to grow up sometime, may­ 
be I grew up here," he said. 
Hanks was never in prison 
He served time for robbery in 
county jails in Los Angeles and 
Chicago. 


That part of the class ses­ 
sion was easy. It really got 
rough when 
men 
from 
the 
class were asked to volunteer 
to speak on the night’s topic: 
“ Living the Seven Steps.” 


The idea, along the lines of 
group therapy, is for each man 
<o stand up and say what is 
bothering him and how he has 
succeeded or failed in his at- 


“ We’re 
not 
an 
employment 
agency,” White says, “but we 
will help the man who shows us 
he can’t do it by himself.” 


To this purpose, White spends 
half his time traveling about the 
state hunting business and pro­ 
fessional men who will be will­ 
ing to give an ex-convict a job 
or sponsor him in his search for 
one. 
He brings these men to the 
Seven Step class meetings on 
the theory that “ if they meet 
these men, they will realize that 
some of them may be a lot bet­ 
ter than the man who just walks 
in off the street looking for a 
job.” 
An employer agrees to give a 
job to a parolee selected for him 
by the foundation. The sponsor 
agrees to house and clothe the 
ex-convict and aid him in find­ 
ing a job. with the understand­ 
ing that he will be repaid from 
the ex*eonvict’s earnings. 


The 
program 
was 
started 
nearly two years ago at the 
Kansas State Prison. Ninety per 
cent 
of 
the 
inmates 
paroled 
under the foundation program 
there have managed to stay out 
of prison. Of those paroled from 
the prison without the founda­ 
tion’s 
guidance, 
65 
per 
cent 
have returned. 
The 
foundation’s 
credo 
is 
made up of seven pledges, each 
of which begins with the cor­ 
responding letter of the word 
freedom 
In brief, it includes 
; promises of self-evaluation, be­ 
lief in a higher 
power, 
over­ 
coming of resentments, and set­ 
ting daily goals for 
improve­ 
ment. 
The f i n a l p l e d g e states: 
“ Maintaining our freedom, we 
pledge ourselves to help others 
as we have been helped ” 


For Mike and his classm ates, 
this final step is a long way off. 
A committeeman at the meeting 
asked one of the men scheduled 
for release if he knew the sec­ 
ond step to freedom, the second 
pledge. 
“No,” he answered. “ I’m still 
working on the first ”

Two furious fires burning with­ 
in half an hour of one another 
devoured a total of 57 acres of 
grass, brush, and timber in Ma­ 
rin County Saturday afternoon. 
Children were suspected of caus­ 
ing both blazes. 
The first fire began on the 
property of the Sunny Hills Or­ 
phanage in San Anselmo and 
burned east into Mount Tamal- 
pain Cemetery. The blaze, first 
reported at 1:36 p.m., scorched 
32 acres. It was contained at 
4:05 p.m., reported the Marin 
County Fire Department. 
Immediately following the Sun­ 
ny Hills fire, while smoke was 
still billowing from a hill behind 
Mount Tamalpais Cemetery, a 
blaze was reported sweeping 
through tall grass behind Mer­ 
cury Avenue in the Belveron 
Gardens section of Tiburon. Be­ 
fore it was extinguished the fire 
had charred 25 acres. The Tibu­ 
ron blaze was reported contained 
at 5:15 p.m. 
The Sunny Hills fire would 
have been stopped long before 
it was if there had been a fire 
road running into the area, said 
San Anselmo Fire Chief Frank 
Sousa. 
“ It really got away from us 
when the wind carried it into 
a grove of eucalyptus trees on 
the cemetery property,” he said. 
“ When the cemetery land be­ 
gan to go up we goe worried 
about the houses above on Mon­ 
terey Avenue. We stopped it 
about 100 feet from the houses.” 
San Anselmo Fire Department 
fought the blaze with six trucks 
and 20 men. Marin County Fire 
Department, which p r o t e c t s 
M o u n t Tamalpais Cemetery, 
fought the fire with the same 
number of trucks and men. 
More than 20 orphans from the 
Sunny Hills Orphanage assisted 
firemen in combating the blaze, 
it was reported. 
Benjamin Selfridge, M a r i n 
County fireman, suffered minor 
bums during the blaze and was 
treated at San Rafael General 
Hospital. 
“ We’re going to investigate 
the fire, but it’s going to be hard 
to turn anything up,” said Fire 
Chief Sousa. It might have been 
children playing with matches.

A total of 16 trucks from Tibu­ 
ron, Alto, Belvedere, Sausalito, 
Tamalpais Valley, Mill Valley, 
and Marin County fire depart­ 
ments were called in to fight the 
Tiburon blaze, which threatened 
homes on Paradise Drive. 
The fire began above Mercurv 
Avenue in Tiburon Fire District 
but immediately spread over the 
line into the Alto Fire District, 
reported Tiburon 
Fire 
Chief 
Franklin J. Buscher. 
“ I called in the units from the 
other fire departments when it 
looked like the fire was going to 
spread into the 4300 block of 
Paradise Drive.” said Buscher. 
Flames were stopped about 
200 feet from any homes, but 
many residents in the area re­ 
portedly packed valuables into 
their cars when their homes be­ 
came shrouded in smoke. 
“ Those houses would have 
gone up if we hadn’t got help 
when we did,” said Buscher. 
Two Tiburon fire trucks and 
several hundred feet of hose 
were damaged when flames sur­ 
rounded the trucks during the 
blaze, reported Buscher. The 
damage to the fire equipment 
was the only property damage 
involved in the blaze, he said. 
Fighting the fire were a four- 
wheel-drive grass rig and a 
tanker from the Marin County 
Fire 
Department, 
one 
truck 
from the Mill Valley Fire De­ 
partment, two trucks from the 
Sausalito Fire Department, a 
grass rig and a pumper from the 
Tamalpais Valley Fire Depart­ 
ment, four trucks from the Tibu­ 
ron Fire Department, and five 
trucks 
from 
the 
Alto 
Fire 
Department. 
“ We 
suspect 
that 
children 
caused the fire because there 
are no roads nearby, nor any 
electrical wiring which could 
have started it,” said Buscher. 
The Tiburon and Alto Fire De­ 
partments are investigating the 
blaze, he said.

But in addition, Presi­ 
dent Johnson works extremely 
hard at his relation with Con­ 
gress. He knows Congress inti­

Buresh has blasted a proposed 
deal between the San Rafael 
High School District and a co­ 
operative nursery school for a 
50-year lease of high school 
land for $1 a year and a $5.000 
district contribution for con­ 
struction of a nursery school. 
Buresh said in a letter to the 
school district that the arrange­ 
ment “ is so patently a gift of 
public money that it scarcely 
needs any serious discussion,” 
and warned each member of the 
district board may be personally 
liable if the plan is approved. 
Under the proposal, the land 
would be declared surplus and 
made available for lease to 
private non-profit corporations 
operating a nursery school. The 
only expected bidder would be 
the San Rafael Community Nur­ 
sery School, and papers nam­ 
ing the schoof have already 
been prepared. 
The nursery school now has 
what Buresh called a “ rather 
fuzzy arrangement” for a sub­ 
sidy from the district as a form 
of adult education. 
In the letter mailed late Fri­ 
day by Buresh to the district, 
to be read to the board at its 
meeting tomorrow night, the 
land deal is called “ shocking.” 
The attorney warned that the 
board could expect a taxpayer’s 
wit if it went ahead with the 
lease. He said the Marin County 
Grand Jury should look into the 
matter. 


Ship Machinists 
Accept Contract 


SEATTLE (AP »Striking ma­ 
chinists accepted a new three- 
year contract with West Coast 
shipyards by a 3-2 margin yes­ 
terday, ending a walkout that 
began July 2. 
A1 Schultz, Pacific Coast strike 
coordinator for the Machinists’ 
Union, said the 1.500 workers in­ 
volved would be back on the job 
today. 
They voted at meetings in Se­ 
attle. San Francisco. Richmond, 
Portland. Ore., and Tacoma, 
Wash. 
Schultz 
said 
it 
was 
against the union's policy to an­ 
nounce vote totals but said the 
meetings were well attended. 
Schultz said the settlement, 
provided a few cents more than 
424 cents. Its exact value had 
not been determined, he said.

“ Even more shocking, if true, 
is the fact that you have already 
decided who the lessee is to be 
and have prepared the neces­ 
sary documents and have al­ 
ready prepared the agreement 
whereby the private corporation 
is to receive $5.000 from the 
high school district.” 
He said the provision limit­ 
ing bidding only to non-profit 
private nursery schools is “ a 
sham and a legal gimmickery 
designed to permit only the bid 
of 
the 
San 
Rafael 
Nursery 
School, Inc., to the exclusion of 
every other person or corpora­ 
tion.” 
The district, in fact, has no 
surplus land, he said. The tri­ 
angular parcel on the San Ra­ 
fael High School property, about 
the size of a city lot, could 
always be used for parking, he 
claimed. 
“ Who decided the fair rental 
value of this land?” he went on. 
“ Was the land appraised, and 
by whom? For how much?”

In Tahoe Race 


STATELJNE, Nev. (AP) — 
•‘The start and the first turn 
are most important,” race boat 
driver Ron Musson has said. 
“ Get those and you often have 
the race.” 
Musson got them Saturday in 
his Miss Bardahl, the green 
dragon from Seattle. Along with 
It he picked up some $13,000 in 
prize money, the world cham­ 
pionship for unlimited hydro­ 
planes and virtually cinched a 
third consecutive national title 
for the Bardahl. 
Six roaring boats, powered by 
converted a i r p l a n e engines, 
pounded into the first turn in the 
first two heats of the world 
championship regatta on Lake 
Tahoe Saturday. When the spray 
settled, the green dragon was in 
front. 
Musson went on to win both 
heats easily. He eased back a 
little on the third heat and set­ 
tled for a second place finish, 
behind Tahoe Miss of Reno and 
Lake Tahoe. 
Musson said he saw no point 
In risking an engine failure or 
other trouble on the third heat 
since he already had almost 
enough points to win the cham­ 
pionship run. 
Although Musson and the Bar­ 
dahl come from the Seattle 
area, they seem almost a part 
of blue Lake Tahoe, 6,225 feet 
above sea level in the Sierra. 
This is the fourth consecutive 
year the Bardahl has won the 


Lake Tahoe race. Musson had 
to sit out one year with injuries, 
but he was at the helm for three 
of the Tahoe victories. 
Now he holds 6,577 points in 
the national standings to 5,564 
for runnerup Notre Dame, 5,069 
for Tahoe Miss and 4,570 for 
Miss Madison. 
He needs only 200 points in 
the San Diego races Oct. 3 to 
take the national title again. He 
could do that by finishing sec­ 
ond in just one heat. 
Musson’s winning speeds in 
the first two heats Saturday, be­ 
fore an estimated 35.000 specta­ 
tors, were 104.967 miles an hour 
and 103.118 m.p.h. 
Tahoe Miss won the third heat 
with a speed of 104.834 m.p.h. 
with Chuck Thompson in the 
cockpit. 
Musson collected 1.100 cham­ 
pionship points in the three 
heats. 
Second over-all was Tahoe 
Miss with 869. Then came Miss 
Exide with 652. Miss Madison 
563. Miss U.S. 5 with 352 and 
Notre Dame 95. 
Notre Dame lost her sham 
rock-decorated tail fin on the 
first turn of the first heat. Rex 
Manchester drove her in the 
second heat, but came in last. 
Notre Dame failed to finish the 
third heat. 
Manchester was just eight 
national-standing points behind 
Musson going into the Lake 
Tahoe regatta.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Ross Valley Flood Plan 
Lacks Local Contributions 


The Corte Madera Flood Control 
Project, Ross Valley’s big hope for 
flood relief, is in danger of going down 
the drain. 
Plans have been worked out, and 
$800,000 in federal money allocated 
for the portion of the first stage ex­ 
tending from the bay to Bon Air 
Bridge. However, that $800,000 will 
not be frozen for Marin use indefi­ 
nitely. 
The Army Corps of Engineers has 
warned that unless the local commu­ 
nity agrees to pay for maintenance of 
the flood control project, the federal 
money will be withdrawn. 
Ross Valley remains divided. Some 
cities have agreed to join in sharing 
the cost of maintenance; other cities 
refuse. This impasse is holding up the 
project and could result in the loss of 
the federal allocation. 
The Marin County Board of Super­ 
visors has called on the cities of Ross 
Valley for a joint meeting to break 
the impasse and agree on channel 
maintenance. 
Regardless of the outcome, such a 
meeting would serve a useful purpose. 
It could save the Corte Madera Flood 
Control Project. And if that effort 
failed, the communities of Ross Valley 


will have acted with their eyes open. 
Too much time and effort have been 
expended on the project to give it up 
without another try for agreement. 
This in brief is what has been ac­ 
complished so far: 
The Army Engineers drew up plans 
for the entire Corte Madera Creek. 
Congressman Don Clausen succeeded 
in getting federal financing. The Army 
plans called for extensive concrete lin­ 
ing, which esthetic-minded citizens op­ 
posed. 
Supervisor E r n e s t Kettenhofen 
came up with a two-stage plan, where­ 
by flood control work could proceed 
on the downstream portion, and work 
on the upstream areas (Ross to Fair­ 
fax) could be delayed until revised 
plans are approved by residents. 
This appeared to pave the way for 
clear sailing, but then came disagree­ 
ment on maintaining the channel. The 
$800,000 project is, in effect, being 
held up because some communities re­ 
fuse to share in the cost of mainte­ 
nance. 
" 
We hope the joint meeting between 
A - o t h e r P u z z le 
the county and the cities of Ross Val­ 
ley will break the bottleneck. 
If we procrastinate further, we 
stand to lose the entire project by de­ 
fault.

WASHINGTON W) - Anyone 
bom in the past 25 years prob­ 
ably takes the American so­ 
cial revolution for granted. He 
grew up with it and in his life­ 
time it was always there and 
always, although slowly, going 
on. 
Yet what has happened just 
this year in Washington would 
have been unthinkable before 
the revolution began, when the 
country was drowned in a 
depression. 


PRESIDENT Herbert Hoover 
probably will always be a sym­ 
bol of the moment in history 
when the old attitudes came 
up against the new necessities 
of American life, and the old 
melted away. 
Hoover did more than any 
president up to that time to 
use government resources to 
fight economic disaster, but he 
couldn’t shake off the philoso­ 
phy of the era in which he 
grew up and all the eras be­ 
fore it. 


HE COULDN’T reconcile 
himself to the thought that the 
government should provide di­ 
rect relief for the unemployed. 
President Grover Cleveland 
in 1887 had expressed the phi­ 
losophy that was prevalent 
throughout most of American 
history: 
“I do not believe that the 
power and duty of the federal 
government ought to be ex­ 
pended to the relief of individ­ 
ual suffering which is in no 
manner properly related to the 
public service or benefit. 
"The lesson should be con­ 
stantly enforced that, though 
the people support the govern­ 
ment, the government should 
not support the people.” 


THE NEW ERA began in ear­ 
nest in 1935 with the passage 
of the Social Security Act, 
which was the foot in the door 
for all that followed, and the 
Labor Relations Act compell­ 
ing employers to bargain with 
unions of their employees. 
The last big measure of the 
New Deal came in 1938 with 
the law that created the 46- 
hour week, overtime for more 
than 40 hours work, and a min­ 
imum wage, small as it was. 
Those measures of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt were 
approved and expanded and 


new dimensions of government 
responsibility for the general 
welfare 
were 
added under 
Presidents Harry S. Truman, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, and 
John F. Kennedy. 


BUT THE STEPS taken this 
year under President Johnson 
and a heavily Democratic Con­ 
gress show how far the nation 
has gone down the road of 
federal responsibility in many 
fields. 
Congress will pass a meas­ 
ure providing college scholar­ 
ships for needy students, the 
first time in history, and this 
year Congress has already ap­ 
proved a $1.3-billion school aid 
bill, the broadest ever for 
grade and high schools. 


CONGRESS ALSO passed a 
four-year, S7.5-billion omnibus 
housing bill that continues ur­ 
ban renewal and slum clear­ 
ance, expansion of low-rent 
housing, and a new program of 
federal rent subsidies for peo­ 
ple who cannot afford standard 
private housing. 
Congress not only broadened 
health and welfare programs 
but for the first time provided 
for medical care for people 65 
and older through Social Se­ 
curity. 
The new civil rights law lets 
the government move into the 
states to protect citizens’ vot­ 
ing rights in a way never 
attempted before, such as tear­ 
ing up voting tests under cer­ 
tain conditions. 


THESE ARE ONLY part of 
the flood of measures which 
have poured through this Con­ 
gress in such quantity and 
speed and with such little fuss 
that the general public has al­ 
most taken them as routine. 
It’s an accepted way of life 
now. 
If anyone doubts it, all he 
has to do is remember the 1964 
election and what happened to 
the conservative Barry Gold- 
water and the conservative 
Republican party in general. 
At the same time more and 
more power is being central­ 
ized in Washington, less in the 
states. This is a matter of con­ 
cern to many. But they can’t 
have it both ways. Govern­ 
ment help means government 
responsibility and control.

Red Cross Granted 
Government Monies

WASHINGTON - There is 
more than humanitarianism be­ 
hind that little-noticed $50,000 
grant voted by Congress for the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross. 
The all-Swiss 1CRC lias di­ 
rect and cordial relations with 
the Communist regime in Ha­ 
noi and the Viet Cong in South 
Viet Nam. 
These friendly ties, in both 
Viet Nam and Geneva, where 
the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong now have official repre­ 
sentatives, open a new and po­ 
tentially eventful channel of 
communication 
between 
the 
U.S. and the Communists. 
This highly significant as­ 
pect of the $50,000 contribu­ 
tion was clearly implied by 
two points strongly stressed in 
the unpublicized hearings of 
the Senate and House foreign 
affairs committees. In both 
proceedings, State Department 
officials went out of their way 
to emphasize that: 


THE IDEA TO ask Congress 
to vote a grant originated in 
the State Department—and not 
the ICRC. 
“ Secretary Rusk 
personally interested himself 
in the matter and handled it 
personally.” 
This is the first time the 
U.S. government is contribut­ 
ing to the ICRC—established 
in 1893. The American Red 
Cross contributes annually— 
$44,000 this year. 
But the 
$50,000 g r a n t breaks new 
ground for the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Rep. Edward Derwinski, R- 
111., pointedly raised the ques­ 
tion of 
the 
origin of the 
appropriation. 
“At whose suggestion was 
this i d e a developed?” he 
asked. "Was it at the initiative 
of the State Department or the 
American Red Cross?” 
“It was State Department in­ 
itiative e n t i r e 1 y,” replied 
George W’arren, department 
adviser on refugee and migra­ 
tion affairs. 
He also informed the House 


F o r e i g n Affairs Committee 
that the ICRC budget this year 
is $1,146,000 contributed by 59 
governments and 56 national 
Red Cross societies. 
Switzerland contributed the 
largest amount. $231,000. This 
country’s $50,000 is second. 
Russia gave nothing, but the 
Soviet 
Red 
Cross 
donated 
$3,766. 


THE U.S. ALREADY has ex­ 
tensively used the intematioiv 
al Committee of the Red Cross 
in the Viet Nam conflict. 
This was brought out during 
the hearings of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
presided over by Sen. Frank 
Church, 
D-Idaho. 
George Warren, State De­ 
partment adviser on refugee 
and migration affairs, told the 
Senate Committee: 


“ AT THE REQUEST of our 
government, the 
ICRC has 
made 
persistent efforts 
i n 
North Viet Nam, sometimes 
successfully, to enable U.S. 
military 
personnel 
detained 
there to establish contact with 
relatives and friends in the 
U.S. Similar efforts are made 
to assist American personnel 
detained in South Viet Narn. 
The 
$5C,000 
grant 
is 
a 
compromise. 
The State Department pro­ 
posed $75,000 and the House 
approved it. But the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
cut that to $25,000 Conference 
committees of the two cham­ 
bers fixed the arount at $50,000 
—which both accepted. 


Samuel Gonard, Swiss na­ 
tional, 
is president of the 
ICRC. Its headquarters is in 
Geneva, tod has a permanent 
full-time staff of 119. 
Last month the Hanoi re­ 
gime asked the ICRC for med­ 
ical and food supplies. This aid 
is now being provided from 
the 
organization’s 
$1,1-46,000 
budget. The U.S. $50,000 con­ 
tribution win be part of this 
budget.

But The Worst Is Yet To Come 


Now 
that 
the 
Marincello 
master plan is post-planning 
commission and pre-supervis­ 
ors, there is something that 
someone should straighten out. 
I hope that does not sound 
too pushy. 
Really now. though, can’t we 
agree on how Marincello is go­ 
ing to be pronounced. It may 
be the only area of agreement 
possible.

You cannot put 
down the house of Castile. 
This may turn into a pretty 
tough decision. 
Another problem someone 
may have to solve after the 


supervisors’ vote on the mas­ 
ter plan is the question of what 
do you call ’em, the residents 
of Marincello? 
Will they be Marincellites, 
Marincellots, Marincellos, Ma- 
rincellans, Marincellates, Ma- 
rincelluttes, 
Marincellors or 
Marincellovites? 
Those who claim traffic con­ 
gestion will isolate them might 
prefer Marinsulars. 
Those who object to the high 
rise apartments p r o p o s e d 
might call them Marincielos.

to fight the Communists.”

“ It’s not that simple,” I 
said, slightly annoyed. “ The 
Chinese Communists are sup­ 
porting Pakistan and the Rus­ 
sian Communists seem to be 
supporting India. We would 
probably be more sympathetic 
towards the Pakistanis, except 
that the Chinese Communists 
are threatening to invade In­ 
dia. 
“ Without confusing you,’’ 1 
continued, “ our main problem 
is: Do we send military aid to 
India to repulse the Chinese 
Communists or not'*”

By rcbidding a minimum num­ 
ber of hearts each time, South 
intended to show that he had a 
good heart suit but a minimum 
opening bid. 
He would be happy if every­ 
body went away and let him 
play the hand at a part score. 


ANNOYANCE COSTLY 
South was right, and North 
was wrong, but South was so 
annoyed at his partner’s over 
bidding that he forgot to make 
his lucky game contract. 
South won the first trick with 
the ace of diamonds, drew 
trumps and gave up a spade. 
East returned the 10 of dubs 
to dummy’s ace, and South 
peevishly showed his hand, con­ 
ceding down one. 


LU C KY HAND 
It was a lucky hand, and 
South should have made the con­ 
tract. After winning the first 
trick with the ace of diamonds 
South should return a spade. 
East wins and returns the 10 
of clubs to dummy’s ace. South 
ruffs a spade and leads a low 
heart to try a finesse with dum­ 
my’s nine of hearts. 
This “ unnecessary” finesse 
gives declarer the extra entry 
to dummy that he needs to de­ 
velop and cash a spade trick. 


ANOTHER SPA D E 
South ruffs another spade, 
leads a heart to the king, and 
ruffs spades for the third time. 
Then he draws West’s jack of 
hearts. 
Now South is in position to 
lead a diamond to dummy’s king 
and cash the last spade as his 
10th trick. 
Good bidding will usually get 
you to reasonable contracts, but 
good play of the cards is the 
basic equipment of a bridge 
player.
